Gentlemen, — 

The  Public  Libraries  Committee  have  the  honour  to 
submit  their  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  31st 
March,  1911. 

Since  the  last  report  the  question  of  providing  a 
suitable  building  for  the  new  Central  Library  has 
advanced  to  a  position  of  certainty,  the  consent  of  the 
Local  Government  Board  for  a  loan  being  the  only  out- 
standing matter  to  be  settled,  and  this  consent  may  be 
looked  for  almost  immediately.  With  the  nearly 
complete  system  of  libraries,  provided  mainly  by  the 
munificence  of  Mr.  Andrew  Carnegie,  the  end  the 
Committee  have  had  in  view  almost  seems  within  sight, 
when  Bournemouth  will  have  a  well  organized  and  fully 
equipped  series  of  libraries,  made  possible  by  the  ever 
increasing  prosperity  of  the  town  and  the  consequent 
increase  in  the  amount  a  Id.  rate  will  produce.  The 
year  has  been  an  eventful  one  in  many  ways.  Death 
has  entered  into  our  midst ;  many  changes  have  taken 
place  in  the  constitution  of  the  Committee  both  by 
compulsory  and  voluntary  resignations,  resulting  in 
changes  in  the  Chairmanship,  and  the  adding  of  new  life 
to  its  membership.  The  work,  however,  which  may 
justly  be  considered  a  branch  of  the  educational 
activities  of  the  Borough,  has  gone  on  increasing  both  in 
volume  and  usefulness,  as  a  glance  at  the  figures  given 
below  will  show.  The  details  prepared  by  the  Librarian 
for  the  information  of  the  Government  Inspector  at  the 
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Inquiry  were  both  interesting  and  valuable,  and  some  of 
the  particulars  may  well  be  given  here,  as  they  do  not 
appear  in  the  Committee's  Report  as  a  rule.  The  per- 
centage of  inhabitants  using  the  lending  libraries  is 
given  as  14  per  cent,  of  the  population,  whereas  the 
average  for  the  whole  country  where  the  Libraries'  Acts 
are  in  operation  is  only  6  per  cent.  Again,  the  average 
issue  of  books  per  head  of  population  is  4*12  per  cent., 
whilst  the  average  for  the  country  is  1*80  per  cent. 
Then  as  to  stock  of  books  in  relation  to  the  population, 
this  is  shown  to  be  40  books  per  hundred  of  the  popula- 
tion against  30  for  the  whole  country  ;  and  in  relation  to 
ticket  holders  there  are  three  and  a  third  books  to  each 
borrower,  this  also  being  in  excess  of  the  average  for  the 
country. 

The  action  of  the  Committee  in  taking  upon  them- 
selves the  financial  responsibility  for  the  new  building 
may  have  been  thought  a  bold  one,  but  it  was  not  taken 
without  the  most  careful  consideration  as  to  ways  and 
means,  and  your  Committee  feel  that  in  the  end  that 
action  will  he  amply  justified.  When  it  is  considered 
that  in  1895  the  income  was  .£1,000,  and  now  it  is  close 
on  £3,000,  there  need  be  no  anxiety  that  with  careful 
administration  the  present  state  of  efficiency  will  not  be 
maintained.  The  setting  aside  of  an  adequate  sum  for 
books  was  a  point  requiring  a  good  deal  of  looking  into, 
but  here  we  are  far  in  advance  of  those  libraries  with  a 
corresponding  income,  our  figure  being  20  per  cent, 
against  14  per  cent.  Your  Committee  feel  that  the  most 
valuable  part  of  a  Public  Library  is  the  Reference 
Department,  and  they  look  forward  with  great  satisfac- 
tion to  the  prospect  offered  by  the  new  premises  for 
-improvement  in  this  direction  by  strengthening  and 
increasing  its  usefulness.  The  generous  gift  of  music, 
to  which  reference  will  be  made  later  in  this  report, 
places  Bournemouth  in  almost  a  unique  position  as 
regards  this  section  of  the  book  world,  and  the  new 
Central  Library  will  afford  the  opportunity  of  making  a 
separate  department  solely  for  the  use  of  music  students. 


The  completion  of  the  Carnegie  Library  at 
Boscombe  and  its  opening  on  the  22nd  June  by  his 
Worship  the  Mayor  (the  late  Alderman  Gr.  E.  Bridge) 
has  resulted  in  quite  a  phenomenal  increase  in  the  work 
done  at  that  branch,  as  it  was  confidently  anticipated  it 
would  do,  considering  the  very  handsome  commodious 
building  provided.  Besides  the  increased  usefulness  of 
the  Reading  Rooms,  the  output  of  books  has  gone  up  by 
some  23,000  during  the  six  months  the  new  branch  has 
been  open.  A  copy  of  the  first  book  borrowed  by  the 
Mayor  at  the  Opening  Ceremony  (Mate  and  Riddle's 
"  Bournemouth  :  1810-1910  ")  was  specially  bound  and 
illuminated,  and  presented  to  Alderman  Bridge  as  a 
memento  of  the  occasion.  The  small  balance  left  over 
from  the  subscription  for  the  purchase  of  the  site  was 
allocated  to  the  provision  of  a  commemorative  tablet 
recording  the  unveiling  of  the  large  tablet  by  the 
Mayoress  (Mrs.  G.  E.  Walker  Bridge),  together  with  a 
number  of  educational  pictures  for  the  Juvenile  Room, 
which  will  be  periodically  interchanged  with  the  Spring- 
bourne  and  Winton  branches.  The  space  on  the  stair- 
case landing  has  been  utilised  for  the  display  of 
numerous  gifts  of  birds,  shells,  and  eggs,  which  have 
provided  a  valuable  addition  to  the  general  handsome 
appearance  of  the  building. 

There  still  remains  JC2,000  of  Mr.  Carnegie's 
generous  gift  to  be  utilised  for  the  erection  of  a  branch 
library  at  Westbourne  when  a  suitable  site  can  be 
found  for  it.  It  was  hoped  that  some  property  belonging 
to  the  Corporation  might  be  used  for  this  purpose,  but 
some  difficulties  have  been  met  with  which  seem,  at  least 
for  the  present,  to  bar  any  development  in  that  direction. 
The  Committee,  however,  have  not  lost  hope  that  at  no 
distant  date  some  door  will  be  opened  to  them  by  which 
they  will  be  able  to  complete  the  series  of  libraries  in 
Bournemouth. 

Both  Springbourne  and  Winton  branches  continue 
to  show  good  progress,  the  increased  output  being  6,683 
and  3,502  respectively. 
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The  Librarian  attended  the  Annual  Conference  held 
at  Exeter  and  presented  his  report  of  the  proceedings, 
which  contained  interesting  details  of  the  discussions 
which  took  place  upon  library  work  generally,  and  he 
urged  upon  the  Committee  the  desirability  of  extending 
an  invitation  to  the  Library  Association  to  hold  its 
Annual  Meeting  in  Bournemouth  in  1918,  which'  was 
unanimously  agreed  to  by  the  Committee,  and  their 
recommendation  was  duly  reported  to  the  Council  by  the 
Chairman. 

One  of  the  most  important  events  of  the  year  has 
been  the  splendid  gift  by  Mr.  John  B.  M.  Camm  of  his 
wonderful  library  of  musical  works.  The  gift,  which  was 
made  to  the  town,  without  any  restrictions,  has  been 
placed  in  the  care  of  the  Libraries  Committee,  and  is  now 
temporarily  housed  in  the  Committee  Eoom  of  the  Central 
Library.  The  Librarian  is  engaged  in  compiling  an 
exhaustive  catalogue,  and  at  the  May  meeting  he  will 
present  a  report  to  the  Committee  dealing  with  all  the 
details  in  relation  to  the  Music  Library.  The  following 
is  a  short  summary  of  the  gift  : —

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Although  the  donor  has  been  warmly  thanked  by  the 
Council  and  the  Committee,  it  is  hoped  that  some  more 
permanent  record  of  Mr.  Camm's  generosity  will  be 
decided  upon  at  an  early  date. 

The  changes  in  the  constitution  of  the  Committee 
have,  as  stated  above,  been  considerable.  The  Aldermanic 
election  in  November  removed  the  Chairman  (Alderman 
R.  Y.  Banks)  and  Alderman  C.  Frampton,  their  places 
being  taken  by  Councillors  Smythe  and  Mackenzie,  and 
Alderman  Bridge  was  elected  Chairman.  Dr.  Dixon,  a 
non-Council  member,  resigning  on  account  of  his  leaving 
the  town,  created  a  vacancy,  to  which  Mr.  R.  Y.  Banks 
was  duly  elected. 

The  death  of  the  Chairman  soon  after  he  had  taken 
office  was  a  great  blow  to  the  Committee,  as  it  was  to  the 
whole  town  of  Bournemouth,  and  at  the  meeting  of  the 
13th  January  the  following  vote  of  condolence  was 
passed : — 

"  The  Committee  have  to  record,  with  profound  regret, 
the  death  of  their  esteemed  Chairman  (Alderman  G.  E. 
Bridge).  Although  only  elected  to  the  Chairmanship  of  this 
Committee  at  the  November  meeting,  he  has,  through  the 
three  consecutive  strenuous  years  of  his  Mayoralty,  taken  the 
greatest  interest  in  the  success  of  the  libraries.  He  opened 
the  branches  at  Springbourne  and  bJoscombe,  and  it  was 
largely  due  to  his  influence  that  the  Council  were  able  to 
carry  through  the  scheme  for  the  new  Central  Library.  In 
addition  to  his  energy  and  exceptional  business  capacity  he 
was  endowed  with  a  genial  character  which  endeared  him  to 
all  his  colleagues,  so  that  his  loss  has  fallen  upon  the 
Committee  as  upon  the  citizens  in  general  as  a  public 
calamity." 

Or.  Col.  R.  F.  Godfrey  was  elected  to  the  Council 
vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of  Aid.  Bridge. 

The  Vice-Chairman  (Mr.  J.  A.  Toone)  ably  carried 
on  the  duties  of  Chairman  for  a  short  period,  when  the 
office  was  again  filled  by  the  re-election  of  the  former 
Chairman,  Mr.  R.  Y.  Banks. 
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At  the  request  of  the  Manager  of  the  Local  Labour 
Exchange  the  Committee  granted  permission  to  place 
notice  boards  inside  the  Boscombe,  Springbourne,  and 
Winton  Branches. 

The  issues  for  the  year  have  shown  a  considerable 
advance,  the  figures  being  333,046  as  against  299,333 
last  year.  Boscombe  has  gone  up  to  74,035  ;  Spring- 
bourne,  33,311  ;  and  Winton  to  39,767.  Westbourne, 
with  an  issue  of  13,194,  shows  a  slight  decrease.  The 
number  of  borrowers  on  the  register  is  10,131.  The 
number  of  additional  students'  tickets,  which  give 
borrowers  a  second  ticket  for  non- fiction — a  very  useful 
branch  of  the  Library's  work  on  its  purely  educational 
side — amounted  to  1,303. 

The  Committee  wish  to  express  their  appreciation  of 
the  services  of  the  Chief  Librarian  in  the  strenuous  work 
of  the  past  year,  which  included  the  new  library  at  Bos- 
combe, and  the  organisation  of  the  "  John  B.  M.  Camm 
Music  Library." 

The  staff  continue  to  work  in  a  most  satisfactory 
manner,  and  has  been  added  to  by  the  appointment  of 
two  junior  assistants.
